G uthrie, Ok., Oct. 14.—Recommen­ 
dations of Stab* Insurance Commis­ 
sioner Lasater include two new laws, 
one for the creation of the D epart­ 
m ent of State Fire M arshal, the other 
for a tax upon policies issued by un­ 
authorized companies. 
In his annual report the Commis­ 
sioner suggests th at insurance rates 
can be m aterially reduced through 
the w orkings of a Fire M arshal with 
law's em powering him or his deput­ 
ies to inspect buildings and condemn 
those found to be fire breeders un­ 
less proper im provem ents are made. 
The m arshal should be empowered 
to investigate every fire, and the pay­ 
m ent of losses would be conditioned 
upon his report. This, in itself, the 
com m issioner thinks, would be an ef­ 
fective check upon questionable fires. 
The report says; 
“Better building laws enacted and 
enforced 
by 
m unicipal 
bodies 
will 
reduce conflagration hazard, and Fire 
M arshal inspection will reduce the 
physical 
and 
m oral 
hazard. 
With 
these two indeterm inable elem ents of 
risk largely elim inated, the determ i­ 
nation of ju st and equitable rates can 
proceed along approxim ately scientific 
lines, and the resu lt w ill be favor­ 
able to both com panies and the a s­ 
sured. 
The best fire m arshal law's are said 
to be those of Ilinois, Ohio and North 
Carolina. 
It is the com m issioner’s idea th at 
the state should receive benefit of 
the 2 per cent tax on policies issued 
by unauthorized companies, and be 
favors a law' requiring a person to 
render his insurance when he renders 
b is taxes. This inform ation tells the 
state w'hat num ber of policies and 
their am ounts a re in operation from 
com panies not recognized by the de­ 
partm ent for the purpose of doing 
business in the state. Holders of such 
policies would be required to pay to 
the state a tax of 2 per cent upon 
the am ount of insurance he held with 
the company.

mated negro organizations

day. The resolutions placed the a s­ 
sociation on record as favoring the 
proposed women suffrage am endm ent 
to the constitution and m em orializ­ 
ed congress to reduce the representa­ 
tion in Oklahoma in proportion to the 
num ber of black citizens disfranchis­ 
ed by the grandfather am endm ent to 
the constitution, in case th at am end­ 
m ent is not declared unconstitutional 
by the courts. 
A' law was demanded 
relieving the disfranchised negro of 
the poll tax obligation. 
J. A. Johnson of the Third con­ 
gressional d.’n ric t was elected presi­ 
dent of the new association and C. A. 
Buchannan of Guthrie, editor of The 
safeguard, secretary. The association 
com prises the entire m em bership of 
the state constitutional 
league, 
of 
which W. H. Durned 
of 
Oklahoma 
City was 
president; 
the Oklahoma 
Protective league, of 
which 
J. 
T. 
Johnson 
w as president, and 
which 
was recently organized at W eleetka, 
and the Protective leagues of the 
Fourth and Fifth congressional d is' 
tficts. Each local organization is to 
have representation in the state o r­ 
ganization and each is to handle its 
own finances. 
The m eeting was called to order at 
IO o’clock this m orning. A. H. Hogan 
of Chickasha was elected tem porary 
chairm an and C. A. Buchannan of 
G uthrie, tem porary secretary. A com­ 
m ittee on resolutions was appointed 
and during the time th at they were 
fram ing the resolutions m any fiery 
speeches were m ade behind closed 
doors. Among the speakers was W. R. 
Fulbright of El R, no who strongly 
denounced the state republican orga­ 
nization. 
The resolutions com m ittee consist­ 
ed of J. A. Roper of the Third con­ 
gressional district, chairm an; W. W.

THE HIGH LICENSE AMENDMENT. 


It occurs to us that the distillers 
and brewers overreached themselves 
in their effort to destroy the prohi­ 
bitory laws ot the state. Had they 
initiated a measure going no further 
than effecting a straight repeal of 
the 
prohibition 
amendment, 
they 
would have had a much better chance 
of winning than they have as m atters 
now stand. The attorneys who drew 
up the bill we are to vote upon, evi­ 
dently 
thought 
the 
prohibitionists 
were an easy mark and incapable of 
discovering the numerous jokers in 
the bill. However, they have had a 
rude awakening. Since the exposure 
came the whiskey organization has 
made no attem pt worth speaking of 
to deny these things, but have de­ 
voted their entire time to prove that 
prohibition has been a failure. Texas 
is under a local option and high li­ 
cense law and it has worked so well 
that it is doubtful of state—wide pro­ 
hibition will carry for years to come, 
but the legislature has full power to 
amend the 
law 
whenever 
circum­ 
stances and experience shows that a 
change is needed. In our own case, 
however, It is proposed to rivet a 
measure on the people that no m atter 
how badly it w orks in practice can­ 
not be shaken off except by a hard 
fought campaign and

WILL (DIE ON OK QUESTIONS 


Oklahoma City, Oct. 14.—Secretary 
of the state election hoard. Seth K. 
Cordon, Saturday will start mailing 
pamphlets containing the complete 
draft of all state question to be 
submitted at the gen# ral election of 
Nov. 8, and such arguments that were 
submitted as provided by law. There 
are six questions submitted: Stat#1 
quesions No. I and No. 2 proposed by 
the legislature will appear on the 
state ballot in the order named. 
State question No. I is a measure 
to amend the constitution so as to 
authorize the legislature to provide 
that all taxes collected for the main­ 
tenance of common schools, upon 
property of railroads, private lines, 
telegraph and telephone companies 
and other public service corporations 
operating in more than one county 
in the state, shall be paid into the 
common school funds. 
Stale question No. 2 is a measure 
to amend the constitution of Oklaho­ 
ma by adopting in lieu of Section 9. j 
Article 9, a new section authorizing 
railroad companies and other trans­ 
portation companies to organize un­ 
der our laws to consolidate with like 
companies organized under the laws 
of other states; it also provides that 
such companies shall not become for­ 
eign corporations and the'state shall 
retain full jurisdiction. 
On a separate ballot there will be 
voted upon state question No. 6, initi­ 
ative petition No. 2; state question 
No. 8, initiative petition No. 3; state 
question No. 3, initiative potion No. 
ll; state question No. 4, referendum 
petition No. 12; these four questions 
will appear on the ballot in the 
order as follows: 
State question No. 6 is known as 
the “New Jerusalem Capital Location 
Plan,” It provides: That not less than 
six sections of land within fifty miles 
of the geographical center of the 
state shall be platted for a capital 
city and other purposes. It is the 
Campbell Russell capital scheme and 
is well understood by the electors of 
the state. 
State question No. 8, is the woman 
suffrage measure and provides that 
the female citizens of the state shall 
have the same right of suffrage as 
the male citizens. 
State question No. 3. This meas­ 
ure is to amend Section No. 7, Article 
No. I of the constitution and provides 
for the license sale of intoxicating 
liquors in incorporated cities, towns 
and villages, and is popularly known 
as the “Local Option Amendment.” 
House Bill 
No. 
125, 
commonly 
known as the Bryan election law, and 
which is a general election law and 
provides for the repealing of all ex­ 
isting laws relating to general elec­ 
tions. 
This provides also for rib­ 
bon ballots and general registrations, 
that is, that the precinct method of 
registration in cities of the first- 
class shall extend to all rural pre­ 
cincts, etc. 
The pamphlets will be shipped to 
the secretaries of the county election 
boards with instructions as provid­ 
ed by law, who shall in like man­ 
ner immediately distribute them to 
the election inspectors for the elec­ 
tion precincts of his county, and said 
inspectors shall, within five days, hold 
or cause to be held a public meeting 
of the electors of his district and 
distribute such pamphlets to the as- * 
sembled voters; and use all other dil-! 
igent means of distributing them to i 
all the voters of such election pre- j 
cincts.
